A t the tim e the note w as issued 
th e postoffice depa rtm e nt did not 
req uire the keeping of a record of 
th e nam es of the purchasers of such 
order*:^, so there is noth ing to show 
w h o 5-ent the m oney to O b e rm a nn. 
T h e letter w ith the postal note 
e nc ljs e d was sent to M ount V e r ­ 
non, but was never called for by 
O b e rm a nn. 
It 
w as 
advertised 
a fte r it had rem ained in the M ount 
V e rnon office the required num b e r 
of day s, 
but 
still there w as no 
c la im a nt, and finally it found its 
w a y to the dead letter office at 
W a s h ing ton, D . C. 
T h e note and addressed envelope 
are now sent to P ostm aster G lenn, 
in th e hope th a t he m ay be able to 
discover the purchaser of the note. 
A tta c h e d to these tw o articles 
w as a receipt from the A da m s E x ­ 
press C o., 
dated M a y 26, 1888, 
a c k now le dg ing th a t it had received 
a tr unk , valued at $20, addressed 
to 
H e nr y 
O b e rm a nn 
M ount 
V e rnon, but the nam e of the tow n 
w h ere it w as issued w as not given, 
th e b la nk line never h a ving been 
filled in by the agent, nor does it 
bear any signature. 
T h e A da m s E x press Co. had no 
office in S edalia at th a t tim e, local 
ex press m en say , and they incline 
to the belief th a t the tr unk was 
sent by O b e rm a nn from some other 
point th a n Sedalia to him self at 
M ount V e rnon. 
H e 
then cam e 
here, these 
local ex press 
people 
th ink , a nd purchased the $3 postal 
note, w h ich he also forw arded to 
him self 
at 
M ount 
V e rnon, 
but 
never called for it. 
T h e re m ay be a “ story ” in con­ 
nection w ith the case, but P os t­ 
m a ster G lenn th ink s the chances of 
his une a rth ing O b e rm a nn or the 
purch aser of the note are not first- 
class.
